“the fame time, as for the Courtiers whofe Houfes 
© have been burnt, the Empreis has granted them 
¢ confiderable Gratuities, to enable them to rebuild. 
¢ To fome fhe has order’d 5000 Rubles, to others 
© 3000 and 2000, and to fome Perfons her Imperial 
‘ Majefty has given no lefs than Sooo. She has been 
© twice to fee what Ravages the Fire has committed, 
*- and the relancholly Scene {tems to hive rouch'd 
¢ her to the Heart.’ 

A Letter of a frefher Date favs, there has been 
another Fire there, by which above 500 Houics were 
burnt ; and thar {everal People have been thereupon 
apprehended. 

Letters of the 16th wit, from Vienna confirm, that 
the Imperial Generals hz : laid the Provinces cf 
Bofnia, Wallachia, and Moldavia under Contribu- 
tion, and that Wallachia is to pay 30,009 Ducats, 
Moldavia 20,000, and Bo!nia 50,000. A Detach- 
ment of the Prince of Saxe Hilburghau‘en’s Troops 
commanded by General Muffling, met a confiderabic 
Body of Turks whom they cut in Pieces or difpers’d 
after fome Refiftance, in which the Germans had a 
Captain and qo Soldiers kill’d, befides feveral wound- 
ed, in which Number was the faid General. And 
the Governor of Banialucka, who commanded the 
Turks, was kill’d upon the Spot. 

We are affured that the Troops under the Count 
de Seckendorf have invefted Niffa, ever fince the 
2oth ult. and that the Generals publifh’d a Deciara- 
tion at their Entrance upon the Turkifh Frontiers, 
* That tho’ the Emperor was obliged to make War 
* apainft the Porte, he would grant his Protection to 
* all chofe Inhabitants who were willing to embrace 
* it, and thar therelore they might ftay at home and 
* follow their ordinary Employments without Fear 
“ of Moleftation.” Ar the fame time the German 
Soldiers are forbid to commit any Devaliation or 
Plunder in fuch Places as they fhall reduce, on Pain 
of being punifhed with all the Severity of the Martial 
Law. — 

There’s Advice that the Prince of Saxe Hilburg- 
haufen having reduced Bagnaluck in Bofnia, was 
march’d towards Gaiza and Vihacz, and that the 
Turks had not vet form'd their Army on that Side, but 
were for that Purpofe gathering together all their 
‘Troops difperfed in the feveral Provinces. 

A Letter of July 23. O.S. from Berlin fays, that 
the Ruffian Ambaflador received an Exprefs that very 
Morning, confirming the bad News above-mention'd, 
of another Fire that has happen’d at Petersburg, and 
that the Number of Houles thereby confumed, is nor 
lefs than 800.

St. Chriftopher’s, to March ; but as 
he was unfortunately taken by a Spanifh Man 
of War about 150 Leagues to the Eaftward 
of Bermudas, I fuppofe the Letters were all de- 
ftroyed ; the only Pretence they had for keeping 
the Ship, and by which they expeét to make her 
a legal Prize, was her having fome Braziletto on 
board, which they fuppof muft be the Growth of 
fome of the Spanifh Dominions ; whereas this 
came dire@ly trom the Ifland of Providence, to 
St. Kitts, and is the Growth of that very Ifland. 
They fent the Ship away, with the Captain and 
fome of the Men, with 20 of their own Men, di- 
rectly to the Havannah, to which Place the Man 
of War was bound, after he had cruized on the 
Spanifh Coaft. They likewile took, at a {mall 
Ifland called Mona, a large Dutch Ship at’Anchor, 
taking in Water, in hich Ship was the Governor 
of Eftatia, andeMr. Philips, Governor of St. Mar- 
tyn’s. ‘The Dutch Ship was bound to Eitatia, but 
fell co Leeward of all rhe Iflands, and made Porto 
Rico firft ; that Ship they likewife fent to Havan- 
nah, but the two Governors, with about 30 Men, 
they put on Shore at Hifpaniola, about 60 Miles 
from St. Domingo, whither they were obliged to 
travel ; from thence the Governor fent a Sloop up 
with all the Prifoners, and landed them ar Eftatia : 
They report that the Governour of St. Domingo 
was extremely kind to them, bur they were very 
ill treated on board the Man of War. I hear that
